If we had to choose from among 
today’s crop of popular singers one 
who exemplifies most perfectly the 
spirit of America, we’d have to stick 
with Miss Kay Starr. This great melt- 
ing pot of ours depends on persons of 
‘every race, ereed and color for its 
greatness—and it is our opinion that 
no other modern-day vocalist can 
match Kay’s cosmopolitan background. 
That’s what we mean when we say 
Kay Starr is an “all-American girl.” 

To begin with, the charming young 
thrush’s life’s blood could hardly be 
more American, For Katheryn Starkes 
was born July 21, 1922, at Dougherty, 
Oklahoma, of Iroquois, Cherokee, 
Chocktaw Indian and Irish -ancestry. 
When Kay was three, her family 
moved to Dallas, Texas, where she 
attended grade school and began com- 

eting in amateur singing contests 

fore she reached her teens. The 
little gal with the big throaty voice 
won every contest she entered and 
-was offered a thrice- weekly radio 
show over WRR, Dallas, (unsalaried) 
at the early age of eleven. On her 
program Kay specialized in popular 
gongs, but evenings. found her com- 
pletely reversing her style by joining 
the “Light Crust Dough Boys” for 
some cowboy singing — a typically 
American form of music, 

At the age of thirteen Kay moved 
with her parents to the heart of the 
Southland — Memphis, Tennessee — 
where the Starkes still reside. In 
Memphis she changed her name pro- 
fessionally to Kay Starr, joined Sta- 
tion WREC as soloist and remained 
on the staff throughout her years at 
Memphis Technical High School, Dur- 
ing -the summer vacation preceding 
her junior year at school, the bright 
young “Starr” came under the -tutel- 
age of Joe Venuti and sang~with his 


band for a month, Then’ she. joined . 


‘Bob Crosby’s outfit, with whom she 


broadeast thé first Camel radio show, 


from New York City—in 
land.” (Kay was 15 at the time). 


Upon finishing high school at 17, | 


Kay rejoined Venuti’s orchestra and 
toured with him for two years, 1939 
through 1941. When Joe’s group dis- 
banded because of World War II, she 
returned to Memphis for a visit with 
her parents, Later on, when Joe and 
Sally Venuti went out to California, 
Kay accompanied them, staying at 
their San Fernando Valley ranch for 
six months as she prepared to con- 
tinue with her vocal career. 

And what a career it’s been! After 
a brief stint with Charlie Barnet’s 
band in 1948, Kay shook off a throat 
infection that kept her inactive for 
two years and began touring the 
night club circuit as a single. Almost 
immediately, people the country over 
began to take notice of this talented 
gal from the Sooner State, and book- 
ings at the country’s better spots 
were the result. By .1947, Kay had 
“arrived” and signed a recording pact 
with Capitol in September of that 
year. Now, for the past seven years, 
she’s been turning out such hit plat- 
ters as “Bonaparte’s Retreat,” “Wheel 
Of Fortune,” “Side By Side” and 
“Allez-Vous-En.” Kay’s new coupling, 
“Fortune In Dreams” and “Toy Or 
Treasure,” is a definite two-sided 
smash. ; 

Getting back to Miss Starr’s all- 
American qualities, we ought to point 
out that one of her particular talents 
is blues-singing-——-a prime Negro con- 
tribution to American culture, Then, 
on the personal side,-we might make 
mention of the fact that her favorite 
types of food include Chinese, Italian 
and Spanish dishes,

Starr is a real “voice of America.”

(Incidentally, the 
boys sang four encores and would’ve 
continued singing if time had per- 
mitted them to do so.)

The answer came 
from Al Alberts (their lead vocalist), 
who said, “We started singing to- 
gether seven years ago because we 
loved to do so, and that same feeling 
has remained with us down through 
the years. Dave, Sod, Lou and myself 
all used to play musical instruments, 
and every now and then we’d take off 
on a strictly vocal kick. But it was so 
wonderful to see the expressions of 
joy on our viewers’ faces that we de- 
cided to stick to vocalizing. Of course 
we had to develop our act, and it did 
take lots and lots of practice, but we 
loved every minute of that practice— 
oh, if you’ll forgive us for a few 
minutes, we just have to run thru a 
new song we’re going to introduce in 
our next show.” 

It was actually unbelievable to see 
the complete happiness on these four 
very handsome faces as they hepped 
into the new tune. After about three 
choruses of the song (which was” so 
terrifically done we just had to ap- 
plaud), diminutive Sod Vocarro walk- 
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ed over to us and said, “I hope you 
liked it?” Before we had a chance to 
answer, Lou Silvestri started hum- 
ming “Tell Me Why.” All four of the 
boys took off, and we saw the great- 
est quartet of male voices in the show 
business world perform. It was a 
great thrill! 

Then Dave Mahoney, another of the 

Aces, ran to the sink, filled a glass 
of water and began sprinkling the 
contents over the group. This was the 
cue for “Garden In The Rain” — and 
how they sang! Never in all our lives 
have we heard a finer, more inspiring 
rendition of that tune than was sent 
forth by these truly marvelous Four 
Aces, : 
We chatted a while longer about 
their future personal appearances and 
of the new tunes that were to be re- 
leased on the Decca record label. The 
boys were planning a personal ap- 
pearance tour throughout the 48 
states, and they were very very ex- 
cited about it. We also talked about 
their fan clubs and many, many 
friends, 

Just about then, Al took out a 
package of letters that was almost as 
large as Sod and began answering 
them. Sod, Lou and Dave did likewise. 
You could see from just watching 
them how much the boys thought of 
their fans. 

We tip-toed out of the room, went 
out and took seats as close to the 
stage as possible. The theater was 
jam-packed with people waiting to 
hear the phenomenal Four Aces sing. 
As we settled back in our seats, a 
wonderful feeling of expectant pleas- 
ure ran through us—for, we just can’t 
get enoughief the fabulous Four Aces!

Garland, and I spin ’em over station 
WPOR, Portland, Maine. The follow- 
ing constitutes my views on the ques- 
tion, ‘Are the bands coming back?’ 

“My answer to this well-worked 
question should be good for a double- 
take, at least. The answer is.. NO. 
The quality of bands is returning.

The eagerness to create 
new and confusing styles has dimin- 
ished, leaving in its place Grade-A 
bands with both danceable and listen- 
able appeal. Obvious examples are the 
aggregations of Les Elgart, Ray An- 
thony, Sauter-Finegan, and the _ re- 
vitalized old standbys like Harry 
James and the Dorseys, 

“Yes, the public, the ultimate judge, 
is giving a vote of confidence all over 
again to the really deserving dance 
bands. My only regret is that, in the 
upheaval, promising outfits of those 
hectic years — like Bobby Sherwood, 
Bob Chester, and Elliott Lawrence — 
didn’t survive the storm. They are 
sorely missed. 

“So, with a brief look behind, it’s 
hats off to the new music- makers of 
America Long may they blow.”
